On November 13, 2007 at approximately 1146 hours, Deputy Kimberly Milroy 
responded to a burglary in progress call. As Deputy Milroy approached the location, 
she saw two male blacks riding bicycles matching the description of the suspects in 
the call (later identified as Suspects Moore and Wills). She approached them in her 
car and ordered them to stop. Suspect Moore and Suspect Wills refused to comply, 
and rode their bicycles around her patrol vehicle. Both Suspect Moore and Suspect 
Wills rode their bicycles to a nearby residence and sat on their bikes in front of the 
curb. Deputy Milroy parked her patrol car and approached both suspects on foot, 
then Suspect Moore rode his bike away from her, while Suspect Wills remained. 


Deputies Mhn contacted Suspect Moore sitting on his bike in front of a 
different residence nearby. Suspect Moore then became argumentative and 
shouted, “Get the fuck away from me, I don't like you guys!” When the deputies tried 
to contact him to search him, Suspect Moore pulled away and swung his fists at 
them. Deputy [deployed a burst of OC spray at Suspect Moore's face, which 
took effect. Suspect Moore was then handcuffed and detained without further 


incident. 


Deputies 0. | — EE hen approached Suspect Wills. 
Suspect Wills immediately began to fight with Deputy MR c placed him in a 
headlock. Suspect Wills also kicked at the other deputies as he was ordered to stop 


fighting. 


Deputy Mill grabbed Suspect Wills’ left arm and did a leg sweep which resulted in 
atake down. Once on the ground, Suspect Wills began to swing his fists and kick at

all three deputies. Sergeant lllo pied a drive stun TASER deployment to 
Suspect Wills’ leg, which stopped his assault. Deputy Mand Deputy NINE 
handcuffed him without further incident. 


Both suspects were transported to Little Company of Mary Hospital for medical 
treatment. Suspect Moore was examined regarding OC spray exposure and Suspect 
Wills sustained a fracture to his right scapula. Both suspects were medically treated 
and cleared for booking. 


On August 14, 2008 the Executive Force Review Committee convened and 
conducted a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that 
were evaluated by the committee were: MMP §§ 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3- 
01/025.10, Unreasonable Force; and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards.

On November 13, 2007, at approximately 1146 hours, Carson Station deputies were involved in a use of force, in the 
city of Carson. The use of force resulted in Suspect Wills sustaining a fractured scapula 


While working Carson Station unit 166A, Days, Deputy Milroy (assisting unt) received a radio call regarding a burglary 
in progress at [cast Claude Street, in the city of Carson. Further information regarding the call provided suspect 
descriptions of the two burglars. Deputy Milroy along with Deputies {i anc [EJ working unit alang with 
Deputies — 2 EE handling unit) , working Il responded to the call A: alae 


responded 


As Deputy Milroy neared the location she saw two male blacks who generally fit the description of the suspects (later 
identified as Suspect Moore and Wills). She, along with the other deputies detained the two pending further 
investigation. Deputy itially contacted Suspect Moore who was uncooperative and refused to be detained and 
pulled away from the deputies while swinging his fists at them. Based on his refusal to be searched and detained, 
Deputy [I sprayed Suspect Moore with OC spray. Suspect Moore was then handcuffed and detained in the rear of 
a patrol car without further incident 


The deputies then turned their attention to Suspect Wills, who was standing in the yard of | ES Claude Avenue. 
Deputies and tri tain Suspect Wills, but he also began to back away frorn the deputies 
resisting their efforts. Deputy then grabbed Suspect Wills, while Deputy EI a leg sweep 
taking resulting in all three falling to the ground. Once on the ground Suspect Wills began to swing his fists and kick at 
the deputies. Sergeant ae had recently arrived at the scene removed his taser, took out the cartridges, and 
contact tased Suspect Wills who then stopped his assault Deputies [hen placed her knee on Suspect Wills’ 
back and she and Deputy [then applied handcuffs. 


Both suspects were transported to Little Company of Mary Hospital for treatment. Suspect Moore was examined due 

to complaint of pain to his right hand as he was wearing a soft cast at the time of his arrest. Suspect Wills complained 
of pain to his back and upon examination it was determined he had sustained a fracture to his right shoulder scapula. 

Both Suspects Moore and Wills were cleared for booking 


Deputies MEN c yere examined at Harbor General Hospital. Deputy lMsustained a bruise to his 
right elbow and Deputy [sustained a knee injury 


Suspects Moore and Wills were subsequently taken into custody and charged with 243(e)(1) PC. 


S/Moore and S/Wills were medically treated at the scene by Los Angeles County Fire/Paramedics (Carson), and 
transported to Little Company of Mary Hospital in Torrance, CA. for further observation

W; said she saw S/Moore and the police get into a heated argument 
as S/Moore was slammed up against a black truck with his hands behind his back. WWlllllisaid a police officer had 
S/Moore's chest secured up against the truck as he reached behind and retrieved his mace spraying him all over the

WEEE said S/Voore was arguing with the police, however, did not see him spit at deputy personnel. She added 
S/Moore was not handcuffed prior to the application of OC spray. 


W/E said she saw three police officers speaking to S/Wills who was sitting on a bicycle. She did not hear any 
argument from the incident, however, saw the police officers jump on S/Wills and push him into the dirt. She believes 
S/Wills may have been resisting arrest. She did not hear what was going on between S/Wills and the police officers, 
stating they just smashed him off the bicycle and put him in the dirt. 


wie S/Will did not use any excessive force before he was pulled off the bike. He was then handcuffed 
and placed jnto the patrol car, 


a-—. as she arrived at her Mouse C NN. she saw two boys riding their bicycles toward Claude 


Street. She saw a Sheriff's lady attempting to speak to them appearing to be engaged in an argument with them. The 
boys continued riding their bicycles away from her toward Claude Street, where they were soon detained by other 


deputies. 


WHEE saic a Hispanic deputy grabbed one of the boys (S/Moore) and threw him up against a car. Something was 
said between the two of them as the deputy pepper sprayed him in the face. She said the boy did not resist arrest 
She stated she called the Watch Commander of Carson Station advising him of the incident 


WEEE saic she did not witness S/Moore spit at the deputy, She added he was yelling something about his arm or 
hand which was in a cast. She did not see him pulling away or attempting to run away from the police. 


W/E said she recalled the second boy, S/Wills being grabbed by three deputies and slammed to the ground. She 
could no! remember anything else from the incident. 


Witness WWW statement: 


"U E she wes — [LI street MEE... the incident occurred between deputy 
personnel and the suspects. She said officers appeared to be speaking to a gentleman (S/Wills) when he started 
pushing and waving his hands at them. W; said whatever happened, S/Will started it and it appeared deputy 
personnel reacted to S/Will's actions 


WEN said it looked like S/Wills started pushing his way through the deputies and appeared to be resisting 
detention. At that point, deputy personnel grabbed S/Wills as he became wilder and wilder. She said S/Wills was 


fighting with the deputies and believes one of them hurt his knee 


VES she did not see S/Moore being sprayed with OC spray 
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Witness SEE statement: 


aid she did not witness the incident. She said she was not home during the incident involving S/Moore and 
S/Wills on November 13, 2007. She said the Sheriff's Department have been at the location which is [Eto her 
home at least a couple of times in the past regarding an individual named, "D." She described "D" as "late teens, 
maybe twenty, nineteen, twenty, somewhere around there, caramel colored, bald head, maybe about five-six, five-six, 
five-seven, weighing a hundred and sixty, yeah, hundred and sixty, hundred sixty-five pounds."

Suspect's Moore and Wills were both interviewed by Internal Affairs Sergeants Quichocho and Landreth at Carson 
Sheriff's Station Jail 


S/Moore's statement's: 


S/Moore said he and S/Wills were riding their bikes when they were stopped by Deputy Milroy and asked ta 
step over to her patrol car. He said he didn't do anything, therefore, refused her order and continued riding 
away from her, S/Moore said he was not a criminal, and had no gun and no felonies so he ignored her order 
and rode with S/Wills to his home E--m-—1 S/Moore added since he did nothing wrong he 
had every right to kcep his mouth shut. 


As he was sitting on his bike a few houses away from S/Wills’ home, S/Moore said he was approached by a 
male and female deputy, who told him to get off his bike, S/Moore said he told the officer he did not do 
anything and if he was touched he would call his lawyer, The deputy then pulled his gun and told S/Moore if 
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he did not get off the bike he was going to be shot. S/Moore said he complied and got off the bike, however, 
continued telling deputy personnel he did not have to speak to them and not to touch him. He said he began 
to tum around and walk away from them stating he had a broken thumb and they could not do anything. 


Moore said the male deputy got real mad and pulled his gun out stating he was going to pump two slugs 
into him, S/Moore stated he became aggravated and stressed out because something was happening to him 
that should not have ever happened. He added he was mad and had words to say to the deputies. S/Moore 
said he verbally told deputies, "Fuck you, this is fucking wrong you ain't supposed to be doing this shit!” At 
this time, S/Moore said the deputy put away his gun and retrieved the mace. He said his hands were behind 
his back as he was up against a Range Rover. 


S/Moore said he began to cuss as his arm was being held behind his back telling the deputy with the 
mustache his thumb was broken.

S/Moore said his head was sprayed because he was smart enough to quickly turn around when he saw 
the mace coming out. After he was maced, S/Moore said he was handcuffed and placed into the patrol car. 
He said he was not resisting arrest, He believes he was maced because he was verbally "just talking shit to 
them.” 


S/Moore said while seated in the patrol car, he complained of pain to his leg, back and hip from a prior 
injury, He also told deputies the handcuffs were too tight. When Fire Department personnel arrived, his 
handcuffs were loosened and extended, S/Moore said he was transported to the hospital and seen by a 
doctor. 


S/Wills statements: 


S/Wills said he was speaking to his B OOO N RE when he saw deputies huddle up 


and come toward him. As he stepped back into the yard with his — ] e was grabbed by one of the 
officers back over the brick wall. S/Wills said his left and right arms were grabbed by deputy personnel as 
he began asking why he was being detained. 


S/Wills said his legs were kicked out from under him as he fell onto his face stating that is how he received a 
scratch on his face. He said he fell hard on his arm as he hit the ground stating both of his arms were secured 
by deputies from beginning to end. S/Wills said one of the officers tased him in the back of the leg. After 
the tasing, the officers completely stopped their actions 


Medical Review 


S/Moore complained of pain to his right hand which was bound in a cast. Medical evaluation indicates a preexisting 
tight thumb splint. He was treated by Dr. Robert Chavez and discharged from the hospital 


S/Wills sustained an abrasion to his right facial orbital area and a right shoulder non-displaced scapular fracture. He 


was treated by Dr. Robert Chavez at Little Company of Mary Hospital, Torrance, and CA. and discharged from the 
hospital.

assisting units, which were Deputies Employee MEN and 

Employee assigned as patrol unit along with Field Sergeant 

Employee assigned as patrol unit

As Deputy Milroy approached the location, she saw two male blacks riding bicycles matching the 
description of the suspects (later identified as Suspects Moore and Wills) indicated on the call 
coupled with the last seen direction. Her initial contact with both S/Moore and S/Wills were futile 
as they refused to stop riding their bicycles when she ordered them to stop and come toward her. 
S/Moore and S/Wills rode their bicycles around her patrol vehicle headed toward Claude Street 
when Deputy Milroy cut them off and exited her patrol car to confront them. She told S/Moore to 
stop and he refused to obey her commands by continuing to ride his bicycle westbound on Claude 
Street. 


S/Moore and S/Wills rode their bicycles toll East Claude Street where they both sat on their 
bikes in front of the curb/driveway of the residence as Deputy Milroy parked her patrol car and 
approached both suspects on foot. S/Moore rode his bike away from her, as S/Wills remained 
stating he was willing to talk to her while standing in the front yard of the residence. 
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At this time, Deputies Siiani | SS S/Moore sitting on his bike in front of feast 
Claude Street. Deputy Bl. S/Moore became argumentative by shouting, “Get the fuck away 
from me, I don’t like you guys!” He described S/Moore’s body as tense and rigid. S/Moore 
became increasingly uncooperative by refusing to be detained and searched as he pulled away and 
swung his fists at deputy personnel. Deputies WW c [attempted to apply control 
holds in order to restrain and handcuff him, however, were met with negative results. Deputy! 

then applied a burst of OC spray at S/Moore's facial area. The OC spray took effect and S/Moore 
was subsequently handcuffed and detained in the rear seat of a patrol car without further incident. 


Deputy personnel turned their attention toward S/Wills, who was standing in the front yard m | 
East Claude Street. Deputies| and HE Marte] S/Wills, who began 
to back away resisting their efforts to detain him. S/Wills immediately began to fight with Deputy 

by placing him in a headlock. S/Wills was also kicking at the other deputies as he was 
ordered to stop fighting. 


Deputy Miass isted Deputy | IM grabbing S/Wills' left arm as he executed a leg sweep 
resulting in a take down as all three fell to the ground. Once on the ground, S/Wills began to swing 
his fists and kick at all three deputies. Sergeant assisted deputy personnel by removing his 
taser cartridges and applying a contact taser shot to S/Wills’ leg which stopped his assault. Deputy 
Hp laced her knee on S/Wills’ back as she and Deputy handcuffed him without further 
incident. 


Both suspects were transported to Little Company of Mary Hospital in Torrance, CA, for medical 
treatment. S/Moore was examined due to the application of OC spray and a preexisting bone 
fracture to his right thumb as he was wearing a soft cast at the time of his arrest. S/Wills 
complained of pain to his back and upon examination it was determined he sustained a fracture to 
his right scapula. Both suspects were medically treated and cleared for booking by Dr. Robert 
Chavez.

Deputy HE Employee E as interviewed on December 13, 2007, by Internal 


Affairs Sergeant Frank Quichocho. The interview took place at the Internal Affairs Bureau 
interview room. Deputy ll was represented by the Office of Green & Shinee, with ALADS 
representative Deborah Schild. The interview was recorded for review and the following is a 
summary. 


Deputy Bill said he and his Ee N =por- to a “burglary now” call 


for service at a residence located at East Claude Street, in the city of Carson. As they neared 
the location, the call was updated by the first patrol unit to arrive at the location, Deputy Daphne 
Terrell, Employee A- on firming a burglary did occur. A crime broadcast was initiated by 
Deputy Terrell providing a description of two male black suspects who were last seen headed 
toward the rear of the residence. 


IAB Note: Refer to Exhibit D for a copy of the Deputy Daily 
Work Sheet and Incident Details for all units assigned to the call 
for service (CAS07317-0107: Tag #107). 
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Deputy said he directed Deputy lllo drive toward a nearby park which was adjacent to 
the rear of the residence, in search of the suspects which eventually met with negative results. He 
said they exited the park and drove by the location of the call for service and noticed about three 
patrol cars in front of the residence. They continued driving past the residence on Claude Street, 
when he noticed a male black (later identified as S/Moore) sitting on a bicycle matching the 
description as stated in the call in front of | m Claude Street. This was about eight to ten 
houses away from the burglary residence. 


Deputy ll said ne told Deputy Uo to stop the patrol car in order to contact S/Moore, who 
he described as wearing an oversized shirt, one arm in a cast which held a cell phone, while the 
other hand was underneath his shirt by the waistband. Deputy Ilsaid the second hand was not 
visible to him and could not tell if S/Moore was armed or not. 


When he approached S/Moore, Deputy {said he asked him they could talk. As he got closer, 
S/Moore said, “You get the fuck away from me, I don’t like you guys, get the fuck away from me.” 
Deputy I immediately felt the tension rise and his sense of awareness rose at this point. He 
believed S/Moore was now being resistive based on his behavior and demeanor. 


Deputy Bordered S/Moore to get off the bike and to show his hands. S/Moore yelled, “If you 
fucking touch me, I’m gonna’ fucking sue you guys.” At this point, Deputy stated S/Moore 
had not been searched and was concerned about weapons tucked underneath his shirt. Based on 
S/Moore’s noncompliant behavior, Deputy HB pointed his handgun at him and ordered him to 
get off the bicycle. S/Moore yelled at Deputy saying, “Yeah go ahead and fucking shoot me" 
adding, “I’ve been stabbed, I’ve been shot at, I don’t give a fuck.” At that point, S/Moore 
attempted to distance himself, however, was comered by both he and Deputy preventing him 
from escaping. 


Deputy lll said Deputy [iiattempted to handcuff S/Moore, however, had a difficult time 
due to S/Moore's resistive and noncompliant behavior. Deputy said S/Moore turned away 
from her as she struggled to get the handcuffs on him only succeeding in cuffing one arm. As 
S/Moore was being handcuffed, he continued to yell and scream incoherently about not going to 
jail and for neighbors to record what was happening. Deputy HB said S/Moore did not listen to 
any of his commands to put his hands behind his back. Deputy BM said he assisted Deputy 
HEE by pinning S/Moore's body up against a nearby car. He said S/Moore was struggling and 
fighting by using his elbows to swing back at them. 


Deputy Ml said he requested assistance regarding an uncooperative suspect and was assisted by 
Deputy Milroy. He said S/Moore continued yelling, cursing and screaming incoherently as he 
attempted to spit on them. Due to S/Moore's behavior, Deputy Mllllletrieved his OC spray and 
applied a dose into S/Moore’s facial area. Deputy Milli recalled ordering S/Moore numerous 
times to stop spitting at them and to keep his head away from them as he was being handcuffed. 
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Deputy | — EN the OC spray was effective as it helped gain compliance from S/Moore. 
S/Moore was no longer yelling as they subsequently handcuffed the second arm and placed him 
into the patrol car. No other force was used against S/Moore. 


Deputy (said while they were standing at the rear of the patrol car, he noticed a second male 
individual (later identified as S/Wills) standing next to the house they were at whom also matched 
the description of the suspect as indicated in the updated call for service. Although Deputy Milroy 
had initially contacted S/Wills, he believed S/Wills was involved in the burglary due to matching 
suspect descriptions in the updated call. He stated there were several updates in the call for service, 
and surmised Deputy Milroy probably did not get all the updates regarding suspect description and 
number of suspects involved in the burglary. 


Deputy {said at the direction of Sergeant [they initiated contact with S/Wills. He said 
Deputy —— | was the first one to contact S/Wills by speaking to him about what was going 
on with the burglaries. Deputy stated S/Wills became resistive right away and did not want 
to have anything to do with deputy personnel by backing up and waving his hands telling them to 
get away from him. S/Wills began yelling and cussing at them, although being reassured by both 
Deputy Rc Sergeant] they were not accusing him of anything and only wanted 
to find out was going on. The situation was explained to S/Wills about the burglary incident in that 
he matched the description of the suspects. 


Deputy [tated S/Wills walked away from them by stepping over a planter, at which time they 
formed a semicircle around him. He recalled Deputy EEE making physical contact with 
S/Wills, however, at some point, S/Wills attempted to place Deputy BE. a headlock. 
Deputy — said he does not recall if Deputy EM placed in a complete headlock, but 
knew he was in a really bad position. 


Deputy [said based on the situation, he tried to grab S/Wills’ arm and pin it behind his back 
as S/Wills began to fight them. He stated S/Wills was fighting deputy personnel by swinging his 
arms at them and attempting to run away from them. Deputy said to having all the deputies 
at hand helped to overpower S/Wills. He said he executed a leg sweep-take down motion against 
S/Wills who ended up on the ground. As S/Wills landed on the ground, he continued fighting by 
swinging wildly and kicking at deputies. S/Wills tried to get off the ground by pushing up against 
deputies who were pinning him down. 


Deputy — Se he relinquished control of S/Wills' arm and grabbed his legs in a bear hug with 
both arms and held it tight as he tucked his head down to keep from getting kicked. He said he 
could hear deputies giving S/Wills verbal commands to stop fighting, and stop resisting and to 
place his hands behind his back. Deputy [said Sergeant BER encually gave S/Wills a 
contact taser shot to his leg, although he did not see it and only heard the taser go into effect. Once 
the taser contact shot took effect, S/Wills was handcuffed without further incident. 
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During follow-up questioning, Deputy said their initial contact was with S/Moore. Once 
S/Moore knew he was going to be handcuffed, he did not want anything to do with deputy 
personnel and became resistive and uncooperative. S/Moore would not follow instructions as he 
shouted at them and yelled at neighbors to record the event, take pictures and video what was 
happening to him. 


Deputy [said he wanted to end the situation quickly as more people came from behind him 
knowing he was outnumbered. He said about fifteen to twenty people came out of their homes and 
he needed to quickly handcuff S/Moore and place him into the backseat of their radio car. 


Deputy — M officer safety factors included S/Moore possibly being a burglary suspect based 
on the call for service (description/attire), the oversized shirt he was wearing, the cast on his arm, 
and the other arm tucked underneath his shirt. From [J Deputy [realized he needed to 
see S/Moore’s hands as they are a factor in getting officers killed. He added S/Moore needed to 
be searched and his main objective at that point was to make sure he did not have any weapons on 
his person. 


Deputy stated S/Moore was trying to create distance between himself and them by dropping 
his bike and walking around it away from them. This tactic was defeated when Deputy [and 

cornered him by using a parked vehicle as a tool to secure him from escaping. When 
Deputy was having a difficult time handcuffing S/Moore due to his resistive behavior, 
Deputy| assisted her by using his body weight to pin S/Moore up against a parked vehicle. 
S/Moore’s chest was up against the parked car. 


Deputy — EN S/Moore was spitting at them with his face toward the right shoulder when he 
applied OC spray. He said S/Moore knew he was going to get sprayed and began to turn his head 
around tucking it down and to the left. Deputy Milo he followed S/Moore's face around with 
the OC spray. He said force used on S/Moore was a firm hand grip and OC spray. 


Deputy Mill said after S/Moore was safely detained, his attention was drawn toward another 
individual (S/Wills) about one house away from them. He said S/Wills was linked with S/Moore 
based on the call for service, their matching suspect description and proximity to the crime. Deputy 
BER «66 they formulated a tactical plan along with Sergeant MN order to contact S/Wills 
regarding the burglary investigation. 


Deputy Miika; they approached S/Wills in a semicircle, as Deputy —— o0 the initiative 
by giving him verbal commands coupled with attempting to explain the situation and assure him 
of their intention to just speak to him about the burglary next door. At this time, S/Wills began to 
distance himself and appear to flee from them. 


Deputy [described S/Wills’ headlock on Deputy BB as a reverse headlock, in that 
S/Wills was initially in front of him, however, managed to reach backward with his arm eventually 
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placing Deputy | m a disadvantage with a headlock.

Deputy {I said he was the assigned Carson Sheriff's patrol unit, 163A, working with his 
| — Deputy HEE mployce D — | when they received a call for service regarding 
a burglary now call. He said he coordinated the call with assisting units in conjunction with an 
Aero unit. Since he was the third or fourth patrol unit to arrive, he took up a containment position 
at the rear of the residence until he was covered by another patrol unit. Deputy MB i as 
he drove back toward Claude Street, he saw Deputy W:n S/Moore at his patrol vehicle. 


Deputy M said S/Moore was uncooperative, yelling, and struggling with Deputy = 
He stated S/Moore appeared to be handcuffed as he drove toward Deputy| location. When 
he exited his patrol car, Deputy Millia he saw S/Moore being escorted by Deputy MM 
into his patrol vehicle without incident. 


Deputy MR said he discussed the burglary call with Deputy lilllana Sergeant NNNM 
stating they decided to detain S/Wills, who was also seen with S/Moore walking away from the 
burglary location. As they approached S/Wills, Deputy JEM on acted him by stating they 
needed to speak to him. Deputy [EEE said S/Wills immediately became uncooperative stating 
he was not going to talk to them. S/Wills began cursing at Deputy Mo vine. he did not 
have to speak to him and to get away from him. Sergeant intervened by telling S/Wills to 
relax in that all they wanted to do was speak to him. 


Deputy (EE said S/Wills also cursed and yelled at Sergeant ll saying he was not 
speaking to them and was leaving the location. S/Wills then walked from the sidewalk and stepped 
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over a two-foot high unfinished wall into the front yard of the house Ell. Claude Street). 
Deputy grabbed S/Wills' shirt and pulled him back over to the sidewalk causing S/Wills 
to be positioned directly in front of him with his back toward him. He grabbed S/Wills' right arm 
in order to handcuff him due to his uncooperative behavior. 


As Deputy Eres was attempting to handcuff S/Wills, he immediately pulled away and 
attempted to jab him with an elbow. S/Wills' jabbing movement with his elbow ended in his arm 
going around the back of Deputy EE. Deputy | — Em as soon as S/Wills' 
arm got around his neck he was driven to the ground. At the time, Deputy [EEE said he was 
unaware of Deputy Mlle e sweep/take down of S/Wills. He only felt S/Wills' arm around his 
neck and somehow felt that S/Wills was able to drag and drive him to the ground hard. Deputy 
HE said he landed on both knees with his face to the ground. He immediately pulled away 
from S/Wills attempting to remove his arm from around his neck. He said S/Wills remained 
assaultive by pushing and turning around. 


Deputy | 1— EY his main focus was to gain control of S/Wills' right arm and get it behind 
his back. He said he grabbed S/Wills’ arm twice attempting to place it behind his back. 
Eventually, S/Wills became less assaultive and he was able to handcuff him with the assistance of 
deputy personnel. Deputy EEE said he did not know Sergeant | — [Em S/Wills until he 
was told after the incident. 


Deputy said S/ wills did not complain of pain and refused medical attention after the 
incident, however, paramedics were requested to respond to the scene. 


During follow-up questioning, Deputy | —— saic he handled the “burglary now" call as a 
priority indicating tactical consideration was given to coordinating responding units, containing the 
residence, and going to a tactical channel. He said a total of about six units assisted including a 
supervisor. He said when he drove from the rear of the target location, and saw Deputy 
detaining S/Moore, he believed Deputy lillllivas not aware they had switched over to a tactical 
channel because he did not hear his request for assistance regarding an uncooperative suspect. He 
said S/Moore was struggling with Deputy in an uncooperative manner, therefore, decided to 
stop and assist. 


Deputy EE said he could not explain how S/Wills ended up placing him in a headlock. He 
said S/Wills was not much taller than him, but somehow got his right arm around his neck placing 
him in a headlock. 


Deputy — EX his knees hurt as a result of the altercation and was treated at the hospital. 
He said the next day he felt pain to his neck and back areas. 


Deputy BB said his use of force on S/Wills was a firm grip/control hold and resisted 
handcuffing. He said he did not witness force used by other deputy personnel. 
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IAB Note: For further details refer to a copy of 
Deputy Hernandez's transcribed audio-recorded interview. 


Deputy BEBE Employee ARR interviewed on December 13, 2007, by Internal 
Affairs Sergeant Frank Quichocho. The interview took place at the Internal Affairs Bureau 
interview room. Deputy Iwas represented by the Office of Green & Shinee, with 
ALADS representative Deborah Schild. The interview was recorded for review and the following 
is a summary. 


Depu said she was responding to a burglary in progress call for service with her 5 | 

Deputy ll She said while driving to the location, she saw Deputy Milroy speaking to 
a guy on a bike (S/Wills) on Claude Street. About two houses further down she saw another 
gentleman (S/Moore) also seated on a bike. Deputy HB ET Deputy Hold her to stop the 
patrol car so they can speak to S/Moore. 


As Deputy Bl walked up to S/Moore asking to speak to him, S/Moore quickly began cursin 
them out. S/Moore told them he did not want to talk and to leave him alone. Deputy 
explained S/Moore was sitting on his bike with his left hand inside his shirt, and his right-hand 
bound in a cast holding a cell phone. Deputy Bic ontinued to ask S/Moore to get off the phone 
so they could speak to him, however, S/Moore refused by cursing at them stating he did not want 
to talk to them. Deputy HB said as Deputy Milla: asking S/Moore to come over and speak 
to them in addition to seeing his hands, she was simultaneously demonstrating to S/Moore her open 
hands. S/Moore continued refusing to comply with their commands, at which time, Deputy 

drew his weapon ordering S/Moore to take his hands out and show them. 


Deputy — E S/Moore still refused to show his hands as she walked over to him in an attempt 
to pull his hand out of his shirt. S/Moore jumped off his bike and threw it down. Deputy 

said she was able to hold onto his left wrist in an attempt to put it into a rear wrist lock. As she was 
trying to handcuff him, S/Moore was pulling her toward a black SUV parked in the driveway. 
Deputy lll was now ordering S/Moore to put his hands behind his back and was not complying 
with his commands. S/Moore continued to yell, and curse at them trying to pull his arm away from 
Deputy ii eputy Noi she finally got one handcuff on S/Moore’s left arm, as she was 
assisted by Deputy Milroy in handcuffing the right arm. 


Deputy EEE said S/Moore was still fighting with them and cursing at them telling residents to 
record and photograph the incident. Deputy said Deputy! nded up spraying S/Moore, 
who was subsequently escorted into their patrol vehicle still fighting and refusing to enter the patrol 
vehicle. S/Moore eventually complied and was seated in the rear of the patrol car. 


Deputy Maid her attention was drawn toward S/Wills when one of the deputies pointed him 

out as with S/Moore. She recalled walking up to S/Wills along with Deputies 

HE and Sergeant [Min order to speak to him about the burglary. Deputy said both 
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Deputy bn Sergeant Wills spoke to S/Wills asking him to come toward them to discuss 
the burglary incident. She said S/Wills refused to comply and began cursing them out. 


Deputy I said when S/Wills jumped onto a planter trying to get away from them, she grabbed 
him by the shirt. She saw Deputy place his foot in front of S/Wills when they all fell down 
onto the ground at the same time. Deputy [said she landed on S/Wills’ left side of the body 
and eventually placed her left knee in between his shoulder blades and small of the back. She 
added S/Wills was fighting the entire time by placing his hands underneath his body, pulling 
against them and trying to throw them off. Deputy [stated she heard Seen MM ton 
S/Wills to stop kicking as she heard the taser go off. S/Wills was finally handcuffed and seated in 
a police vehicle awaiting paramedics. 


During follow-up questioning, Deputy EM said the force she used against S/Moore was a firm 
grip/control hold and resisted handcuffing. The force she used against S/Wills was a firm 
grip/control hold.

Deputy aa Employee L | was interviewed on December 13, 2007, by Internal 
Affairs Sergeants Frank Quichocho and Larry Landreth. The interview took place at the Internal 


Affairs Bureau interview room. Deputy Milli vas represented by the Office of Green & Shinee, 
with ALADS representative Deborah Schild. The interview was recorded for review and the 
following is a summary. 


Deputy SEG 8 Deputy DESEE 
the 800 block of Claude Street, in the city of Carson regarding a “burglary now” call for service. 
As the handling unit, they coordinated the call and directed units to their assigned positions. He 
said it took them time to get to the location because it was at the north end of the city. 


Upon arrival at the location they took a position of containment at the rear of the target location 
Gl East Claude Street) as all the other containment positions were already filled in. Shortly 
afterward they were relieved by another patrol unit so they drove to the front of the residence. 
While driving they saw Dej uti es I IE dealing with a gentleman (S/Moore) who was 
in handcuffs. Deputy aid S/Moore was yelling as the deputies were trying to place him into 
the patrol vehicle. He said the deputies were not able to freely walk S/Moore into the patrol car 
because he was rigid, however, he eventually got into the radio car without incident. Deputy J 
said he could see S/Moore's face was sweaty, wet, and drooling while seated in the back seat ofthe 
patrol car. 


Deputy HM stated the call for service described two male blacks, one light skinned, wearing a 
red sweater, and the other, dark skinned, wearing a black shirt. He said the suspect (S/Moore) that 
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Deputies and [were dealing with was dark skinned. Deputy HEB said Deputy 
BEE inte out another individual (S/Wills) who was with S/Moore, who also physically 
matched the description of the call for service. At his time, they decided to speak to S/Wills 
regarding the burglary incident. 


Deputy said Deputy took the lead in contacting S/Wills by asking him if they 
could speak to him. She heard S/Wills mumble something about already being contacted by deputy 


personnel. Deputy said as they drew closer to S/Wills, he jumped over a little two-foot 
retaining wall located in front of the house. When Deputy [7 ] grabbed S/Wills, he 


immediately threw his arms and elbow up indicating he did not want to be handled. Deput 

said the situation became tense when S/Wills’ arms and elbow went toward Deput 

face as he grabbed him and pulled him back over the fence. She said Deputy was now 
standing on the left-hand side of S/Wills. 


Deputy (said Deputies [Band RR ere now attempting to control and handcuff 
S/Wills as he became resistive by yelling at them, throwing his hands up, and twisting his body. 


At some point during the fight, S/Wills placed his arm around Deputy| 


the ground. He recalled Deputy Meineg at S/Wills’ head, while Deputy 

area. He remembered S/Wills trying to get up off the ground as Deputy 

of his right hand and placed handcuffs on it. When S/Wills started to get up off the ground, Deputy 
O Z he saw Sergeant NN oca tase S/Wills twice on the lower leg area. 


After S/Wills was tased, Deputy [said he was able to pull his left arm from underneath his 
body and handcuff it with the assistance of Deputy MEM S/Wills was then picked up and 
placed into the back seat of the radio car pending the arrival of the Fire Department. 


Deputy (aid he and Deputy Terrell escorted S/Wills to Little Company of Mary Hospital in 
Torrance, where he was diagnosed with a fractured right scapula. 


Deputy IM stated he did not use force against S/Wills due to the ease of placing handcuffs on 
him after he was tased.

Deputy Kimberly Milroy, Employee L | was interviewed on January 16, 2008, by Internal 
Affairs Sergeant Frank Quichocho. The interview took place at the Internal Affairs Bureau 
interview room. Deputy Milroy was represented by the Office of Green & Shinee, with ALADS 
representative Deborah Schild. The interview was recorded for review and the following is a 
summary. 
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Deputy Milroy said she responded to a “burglary now” call, which was updated to a “burglary just 
occurred" while enroute to the location. She was one of the closer units to the location and 
responded code three (red lights and siren) to it. She said Deputies MW Wc [were the 
handling units and heard them coordinating the call. 


As Deputy Milroy neared the location, she saw two male blacks, one light-skinned and the other, 
amedium complexion riding bikes toward her. She stopped her patrol car and asked them to come 
to her. Deputy Milroy said S/Wills was more cooperative than S/Moore. S/Moore cursed at her 
stating, she already stopped him at a different location that day and continued riding his bike away 
from her. She said S/Moore stopped riding his bike and answered her questions, however, 
eventually rode away with S/Moore. 


Deputy Milroy said she went after the suspects as they split up on Claude Street. She said she 
eventually detained S/Wills in front of his house located at East Claude Street, while S/Moore 
continued riding his bike away from her. S/Wills was compliant with her as she asked him a few 
questions regarding the burglary. She also said S/Wi — out and they spoke about what 
was going on. 


Deputy Milroy noticed Deputies [J and vine by her and motioned for them to head 
toward S/Moore, who was about a house away from her location. She saw the deputies contacting 
S/Moore, who began chirping away at them, giving them an attitude, getting loud and being hostile. 
As S/Moore got off his bike, she saw Deputy draw his weapon and heard S/Moore yelling, 
“What are you gonna do, shoot me?” 


At this point, Deputy Milroy left S/Wills and headed in the direction of Deputies Mi ana [EE 
She stated a crowd began to gather around them as they began taking their cell phones out. Deputy 
Milroy said she helped both deputies by taking hold of S/Moore's arm as she was telling the crowd 
to back up. S/Moore was now agitated and spitting while he was talking to them. Deputy Milroy 
ordered S/Moore to shut up and be quiet as he continued to curse at them. She described S/Moore 
as so hyped up that he was spitting and drooling while he was talking to them. 


Deputy Milroy said she was able to get S/Moore's hand behind his back and as she turned toward 
the crowd, she inhaled some pepper spray realizing S/Moore was just sprayed by Deputy 
S/Moore was subsequently handcuffed and escorted into the patrol car. She said S/Moore initially 
stiffened up prior to being placed into the back seat of the radio car, however, Deputies [ii ona 

ere able to get him in without incident. She stated she remained with S/Moore in an effort 
to speak to him about the incident. 


Deputy Milroy said as she was speaking to S/Moore, she could see out of the corner of her eye, 
Deputy KA ne toward S/Wills. As Deputy IEEE reached for S/Wills’ right 
shoulder, Deputy Milroy saw S/Wills swing back at Deputy MM She said she saw a deputy 
in uniform and S/Wills falling forward, but did not see them hitting the ground. 
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Deputy Milroy said as she ran over to the incident, she saw S/Wills pushing up from the ground as 
Deputy grabbed a hold of both his legs. She said S/Wills was doing the “kick worm" as in 
his body flopping as he was kicking his legs out. She added Deputy [was getting “bucked” 
as he “bear hugged” S/Wills’ legs wrapping his arms and legs around the leg area. She also saw 
Deputies RR NN Son either side of S/Wills’ body attempting to control his upper body 
shoulder/arm area. 


During the encounter, Deputy Milroy recalled S/Wills’ MM (i MB/57, D.O.B.: 

HEE) telling S/Wills to stop resisting and cooperate with deputy personnel. She also heard 
Sergeant {EM also giving commands to S/Wills to stop fighting or he was going to be tased. 
Deputy Milroy said she was keepin Mr. ay from the fight at this point. She stated she 
did not see or hear Sergeant M MN the taser to S/Wills. 


During follow-up questioning, Deputy Milroy said the only force she used was against S/Moore 
which was a control hold/firm grip when she held his hand up in an attempt to place handcuffs on 
him.

Sergeant Employee RR was interviewed on November 13, 2007, by Internal 
Affairs Sergeants Frank Quichocho and Larry Landreth. The interview took place at the Carson 
Sheriff's Station conference room. Sergeant Milli was given the opportunity to request 
representation, however, he declined. The interview was recorded for review and the following is 
a summary. 


Sergeant said a "burglary now” call went out to a residence at East Claude Street, in 
the city of Carson. A code three response was authorized as he and a couple of units responded in 
acknowledgment. Upon arrival, he saw Deputy Terrell at the residence putting out a preliminary 
crime broadcast and decided to drive around the area in search of the suspects. 


Sergeant {said when he drove around the comer, he saw Deputies Milroy and I 
detaining two guys on bicycles, who appeared to be cooperative as he drove past them. He decided 
to head back to the residence and assist Deputy Terrell, who was by herself in the event the 
location needed to be cleared and searched for the outstanding suspects. Sergeant MW soia 
additional patro! units arrived and cleared the residence. At the same time, he heard Deputy I 
asking for back up and told Deputy Terrell to remain at the target location while he assisted Deputy 
HEB He stated Deputy lias within eyesight of the target location about 200 yards or maybe 
fifteen houses away as he drove toward him. 


Upon arrival, Sergeant [EE saw Deputy [struggling with S/Moore as he had him pinned 
against a parked vehicle. As he walked up to the incident, Sergeant ll said he noticed 
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S/Moore was already handcuffed and sprayed with OC. S/Moore continued to display resistive 
behavior by struggling with deputy personnel and giving them a hard time as he was being placed 
into the back seat of the patrol car. Sergeant said S/Moore refused to calm down so he 
activated the arc of his taser as a form of intimidation which caused S/Moore to comply without 
additional use of force. S/Moore reluctantly entered the back seat of the patrol vehicle without 
further incident. 


Sergeant soia. S/Wills now became their focus of attention as he was connected with 
S/Moore and the burglary investigation. He said their intention was to detain him also. He stated 
Deputies nd I ccompanied him as they approached S/Wills, who 
was standing next to his [| XJ 


As they walked up to S/Wills, Sergeant Ml said he heard wl advising S/Wills to 
cooperate with them. Sergeant Millllisaid he explained the situation to S/Wills, however, he 
immediately became defensive and began cursing at them. S/Wills said he did not have to talk to 
deputy personnel stating he was already spoken to. Sergeant McGee replied by ordering S/Wills 
to place his hands behind his back reiterating they were going to detain him real quick and find out 
what was going on with the burglary call. 


Sergeant [tated Deputy ^ B gave a couple orders in a calm voice telling S/Wills 
to cooperate and that everything would be okay. At this time, S/Wills began to back up and 
appeared as if he was about to flee from them. Sergeant said as soon as Deputy MENU 
grabbed S/Wills’ left arm the fight was on. As S/Wills began struggling with Deputy 

Sergeant said he saw S/Wills grab his head with his left arm and wrestle with him. 
Sergeant described S/Wills’ motion as not necessarily being a headlock as in having an 
arm wrapped around Deputy BENE neck area, but around his head. He said Deputy 
positioned himself at the right side of S/Wills’ body by grabbing him and sweeping his legs. This 
movement caused all three of them to fall onto the ground simultaneously. Sergeant IM said 
it was hard to explain the positions of how and where they all landed pointing out Deputy Ml 
was on top of Deputy Mand S/Wills. He said the surface of the area where they landed 
consisted of concrete and dirt. 


Sergean said S/Wills continued to fight deputy personnel by kicking violently and flailing 
his arms at them. S/Wills refused to comply with orders and commands to stop resisting, and to 
place his hands behind his back. Based on S/Wills’ violent behavior, Sergeant lll said he 
deployed his taser by removing the darts stating he did not have a good shot at S/Wills due to the 
close proximity of deputy personnel attempting to gain control of him. Sergeant [EM said he 
applied a direct contact taser shot against S/Wills’ left inner thigh area for about two seconds. The 
taser took effect as S/Wills was subsequently handcuffed by Deputies ll Wc [without 
further incident. 
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Sergeant HB saic his decision to deploy the taser was due to S/Wills’ violent and high risk 
behavior articulating in order to prevent deputy personnel from being injured and/or having to use 
additional force, he believed a quick two or three second burst of the taser would get S/Wills’ 
attention. He believed this would also calm him down preventing any further physical or 
permanent injury. Sergeant Akaid numerous orders and commands were given to S/Wills to 
stop resisting and place his hands behind his back. 


Sergeant said he told deputy personnel to request for paramedics to check both suspects as 
he returned to the burglary location in order to assist deputies in clearing the residence. When he 
returned, he canvassed the area and spoke to a couple of witness(s) regarding the incident. The 
witness(s) refused to be video taped, however, Sergeant Larry Thompson, Employee DL | was 
present during the interviews.

Sergeant Nia S/Moore and S/Wills were initially detained by deputy personnel regarding 
the burglary call for service. He indicated both suspects fit the description as given in the call and 
based on the totality of the circumstances, deputy personnel had probable cause to detain them. 
Sergeant M stated a burglary did in fact occur atiii East Claude Street, through forced entry 
via a bedroom window from the exterior and once inside forced entry into a bedroom door. He said 
items stolen from the residence included two laptops, and an iPOD. Sergeant HB said the 
informant/witness of the burglary [- — 16) could not positively identify S/Moore 
or S/Wills as the individuals who burglarized her home. 


Sergeant [concluded by stating he believed deputy personnel were justified in their use of 
force and necessary under the circumstances.

SUSPECT'S STATEMENTS: 


Suspect Farris Moore was interviewed on November 13, 2007, at 1159 hours, by Internal Affairs 
Bureau Sergeants Frank Quichocho and Larry Landreth at Carson Sheriff's Station booking jail. 
The interview was audio-recorded and the following is a summary of the suspect’s statements. 


S/Moore said he and S/Wills were riding their bikes when they were stopped by Deputy Milroy and 
asked to step over to her patrol car. He said he didn’t do anything, therefore, refused her order and 


continued riding away from her. S/Moore said he was not a criminal, and had no gun and no 

felonies so he ignored her order and rode with S/Wills to his home E-—— ey 
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S/Moore added since he did nothing wrong he had every right to keep his mouth shut. 


As he was sitting on his bike a few houses away from S/Wills’ home, S/Moore said he was 
approached by a male and female deputy, who told him to get off his bike. S/Moore said he told 
the officer he did not do anything and if he was touched he would call his lawyer. The deputy then 
pulled his gun and told S/Moore if he did not get off the bike, he was going to be shot. S/Moore 
said he complied and got off his bike, however, continued telling deputy personnel he did not have 
to speak to them and not to touch him. He said he began to turn around and walked away from 
them stating he had a broken thumb and they could not do anything. 


S/Moore said the male deputy got really mad and pulled his gun out stating he was going to pump 
two slugs into him. S/Moore stated he became aggravated and stressed out because something was 
happening to him that should not have ever happened. He added he was mad and had words to say 
to the deputies. S/Moore said he verbally told deputies, “Fuck you, this is fucking wrong you ain't 
supposed to be doing this shit!” At this time, S/Moore said the deputy put away his gun and 
retrieved the mace. He said his hands were behind his back as he was up against a Range Rover. 


S/Moore said he began to cuss as his arm was being held behind his back telling the deputy with 
the mustache his thumb was broken. He said he turned his face away as the mace was being 
sprayed all over his head. S/Moore said his head was sprayed because he was smart enough to 
quickly turn around when he saw the mace coming out. After he was maced, S/Moore said he was 
handcuffed and placed into the patrol car. He said he was not resisting arrest. He believes he was 
maced because he was verbally “just talking shit to them.” 


S/Moore said while seated in the patrol car, he complained of pain to his leg, back and hip from a 
prior injury. He also told deputies the handcuffs were too tight. When Fire Department personnel 
arrived, his handcuffs were loosened and extended. S/Moore said he was transported to the hospital 
and seen by a doctor. 


At the hospital, S/Moore said the doctor told him his thumb was not re-broken just aggravated. 


S/Moore stated his broken thumb was from a preexisting injury due to a slip and fall at Louisiana 
Chicken that occurred on October 15, 2007. 


S/Moore said he did not witness the altercation between S/Wills and deputy personnel due to his 
exposure with OC spray. 


IAB Note: On Page 11, Line 35 of S/Moore’s transcript, he indicated a separate use of force 
which occurred while he was being booked at Carson Sheriff's Station on the day of the 
incident. The use of force was handled by the unit.

Suspect DeAnthony Wills was interviewed on November 13, 2007, at 1120 hours, by Internal 
Affairs Bureau Sergeants Frank Quichocho and Larry Landreth at Carson Sheriff's Station booking 
jail. The interview was audio-recorded and the following is a summary ofthe suspect's statements. 


S/Wills said he was visiting his J EE B/16, residing at | 

HD) when her house was burglarized while they were upstairs in her room. He said he looked 
out the window and saw somebody jumping over the fence into the nursery behind her house. 
Afterwards, he went outside and met his friend, Farris (S/Moore), and decided to go check out the 
nursery to see if anyone was over there. On their way back tof house, S/Wills said he 
saw about three police cars passing them. He recalled a female officer asked them if they saw 
Em and they told her, *No" and continued riding their bicycles to his house at 


S/Wills said the female officer pulled up to his house and asked him again if he had seen anything. 
He replied he did not see anything, adding he was trying to help her. S/Wills stated S/Moore had 
an attitude by answering the female officer about them not being suspects. S/Wills recalled 
S/Moore walking away and to the side as he was detained by two additional officers. He said he 
heard the officers telling S/Moore to get off the cell phone as he complied by placing it into his 
pocket. He saw an officer pull S/Moore off his bike and pulled a gun on him. At this time, S/Wills 
said S/Moore went mad. He saw the officers detain him and place him into the police car. 


S/Wills said he was speaking to -—— — he saw deputies 
huddle up and come toward him. As he stepped back into the yard with his he was grabbed 
by one of the officers back over the brick wall. S/Wills said his left and right arms were grabbed 
by deputy personnel as he began asking why he was being detained. 


S/Wills said his legs were kicked out from under him as he fell onto his face stating that is how he 
received a scratch on his face. He said he fell hard on his arm as he hit the ground stating both of 
his arms were secured by deputies from beginning to end. S/Wills said one of the officers tased 
him in the back of the leg. After the tasing, the officers completely stopped their actions. 


During follow-up questioning, S/Wills said S/Moore had an attitude toward the officers because 
he felt he was not involved in the burglary and was being blamed for it. He said S/Moore was mad 
at the officers when they told him he was being placed under arrest because he matched the 
description ofthe suspect regarding the burglary. He added S/Moore was not physical or used force 
against the deputies only talked to them about why he was being arrested. 


S/Wills said S/Moore was sprayed by all the deputies who were detaining him. He indicated 
S/Moore was handcuffed as he was being placed into the police car then he was sprayed. S/Wills 
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said he does not know what caused deputies to spray S/Moore since he was not fighting, only 
talking to them. He added S/Moore had a cast on his right hand due to a broken right thumb. 


S/Wills said he noticed a field supervisor on scene (Sergeant — Jj which was the individual 
with the taser. He said right after S/Moore was detained, deputies huddled up with Sergeant 

and came out to get him. S/Wills said about five deputies, including the Sergeant came 
toward him as he stood next to his in his own front yard. As he stepped back over a low 
brick planter, he was grabbed by deputies who tried to pull him back over the brick planter. At this 
time, S/Wills said he was advised he was under arrest. During the encounter, S/Wills asked several 
questions about why he was being detained when he was eventually taken to the ground as his foot 
was kicked out from under him. 


S/Wills said when he fell to the ground, he landed on his shoulder which is how he fractured it 
adding his face also got all messed up. He does not recall any of the deputies falling on top of him. 
S/Wills said while on the ground he was tased as he was being told to stop moving. He stated he 
could not stop moving due to his reaction to the taser. S/Wills said when he was on the ground, he 
was not kicking at the deputies only talking to them and believed that is the reason why he got 
tased. He said when he fell on the ground, he landed on his right shoulder as his face struck a tree 
stump. He said all five deputies were holding his arms and legs as he was being tased. 


S/Wills said his i witnessed the incident along with about ten other neighbors in the area. He 
said some of them taped the incident on their cell phones. 


S/Wills said his medical history includes being anemic, having a heart murmur condition, and a 
prior broken left arm from playing football. 


S/Wills said as a result of the incident, he sustained a bump on the head, an abrasion to the right 
side of the cheek and pain to his right shoulder and arm.

as interviewed on February 22, 2008, at 1210 hours, at her place of residence 
located at The interview was conducted by Internal 
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Affairs Sergeants Frank Quichocho and Larry Landreth. The interview was audio-recorded and 
the following is a summary of the interview. 


EE :: she did not witness the incident. She said she was not home during the incident 

involving S/Moore and S/Wills on November 13, 2007. She said the Sheriff's Department have 
been at the location which is Ro her home at least a couple of times in the past regarding 
an individual named Mill She described fil as “late teens, maybe twenty, nineteen, twenty, 
somewhere around there, caramel colored, bald head, maybe about five-six, five-six, five-seven, 
weighing a hundred and sixty, yeah, hundred and sixty, hundred sixty-five pounds.” 


|. concluded by stating the Sheriff's Department has been to the location numerous times 
regarding ongoing matters at the residence.

located p ORIENTEM BHL interview was conducted by Internal 
Affairs Sergeants Frank Quichocho and Larry Landreth. The interview was audio-recorded and 
the following is a summary of the interview. 


HB EN she was driving home from the store when she saw two boys (S/Moore and S/Wills) 
on bicycles being detained by a lady police officer on Caldwell Street. She said she did not hear 
the conversation between them as the boys got back on their bikes and rode further down the street. 
The boys were once again stopped by the same lady police officer, when another police car arrived 
on the scene. 


| — said she and her [-——— walked across the street and watched the 


incident. She stated the boys were talking and arguing with the police, however, she did not see 
them spit at the officers. llli ereed the boy (S/Moore) was in a heated argument, but did not 
see him spit at the officers. She explained S/Moore could have spit into the officers face by talking 
in his face describing how spit flies out of the mouths of angry people when speaking. 


Hs the police forcefully turned S/Moore around and slammed him up against a black truck 
parked in the yard. She said S/Moore’s hands were behind his back as his chest was secured up 
against the vehicle when the police sprayed mace all over his face. She stated the police could have 
at least handcuffed S/Moore first prior to spraying mace on him. She said the police did not have 
to use excessive force and spray S/Moore directly in his eyes. HB said if the police felt they 
were in danger they should have handcuffed S/Moore first indicating it would have secured the 
entire situation. She said the police took care of the situation the wrong way. 
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During follow-up questioning M2; S/Moore was facing the officers and arguing with them. 
When the officers got hold of his hands and placed it behind his back they also placed his chest up 
against the back of the truck. She said S/Moore was sprayed, as the police wrestled with him and 
then placed him into handcuffs. She heard S/Moore yelling about his leg hurting, however, did not 
see police officers striking him in the leg. 


EE said S/Wills was sitting on his bike when the police started questioning him. She did not 
hear any arguments, but saw three police officers jump on S/Wills and push him into the dirt. 

said S/Wills may have been resisting arrest. She said all she witnessed were the police 
officers smashing S/Wills off the bike and putting him into the dirt. Milllllsaia S/Wills did not 
use any excessive before he was pulled off the bike adding he was just snatched up from the bike 
and put in the dirt then handcuffed. 


EN concluded by stating she and LJ about the length of a house just ij

was telephonically audio-recorded on April 10, 2008, at about 0818 hours while 
she was at work. The phone call was made to her cell phone WW The following is a 
summary of the interview. 


| — s2id she was visiting her [ -— — Rm EE 
parking her car, she noticed two boys riding their bikes toward her on Claude Street, who were 
stopped by a Sheriff's police lady. It appeared the police lady was asking the boys questions and 
the boys were responding something to the effect of, “I don't know, I didn't do anything." 

said it appeared the police lady was arguing and fussing with the boys as the conversation was 
taking place. She said one of the boys took off, while one remained listening to the police lady, and 
eventually left the area. 
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EN another police vehicle pulled up and told the boy (S/Moore) to get off the bike. She 
said a Hispanic Officer grabbed S/Moore off the bike and threw him against a car and peppered 
sprayed him in the face. said S/Moore was not resisting arrest stating he was only fussing 
about his arm and hand which was in a cast. She said he did not pull away or run away from the 
police. j= | said she was about a house away from the incident with her JJ when she 
witnessed the confrontation. She said S/Moore was already handcuffed when the police pepper 
sprayed him. 


EI saia S/Wills was sitting on a bike in his front yard when the police grabbed him and 
slammed him onto the ground. She said he was not resisting or mouthing off to the police. She 
added a whole lot of police were on top of him. 


| — ETE she called the Carson Sheriff's Watch Commander to report the incident.

was immediately interviewed at the location by Sergeant McGee. Sergeant 
McGee said is S/Wills" who was standing next to him during the confrontation with 
deputy personnel. Sergeant McGee said ENG not want to be video recorded. 


HB told Sergeant [he saw deputy personnel making contact with his friend, 

S/Moore, who was not cooperating and being verbally abusive toward them. aid deputies 
told S/Moore several times to cooperate, however, he would not listen to their commands. S/Moore 
eventually got off the bike when he was grabbed by a deputy and a struggle ensued. S/Moore was 
then pushed up against a parked car then escorted into the radio car. said he did not see 
S/Moore being pepper sprayed. He also did not see deputy personnel punch, kick, hit or use any 
other force against S/Moore. Millllllllllaid he believed the deputies actions were justified against 
S/Moore. 


HE old Sergeant J when he saw deputies approaching his ili S/ Wills, he told him to 
cooperate by doing everything he was told to do and everything would be okay. | — said he 
heard deputies asking S/Moore several times to place his hands behind his back, however, he 
refused. He said he saw a deputy grab S/Wills' arm as he tried to pull away. [said the next 
thing he recalled was S/Wills and two deputies falling to the ground. He said S/Wills was movin 

around on the ground, kicking and being uncooperative. GER said he saw Sergeant = 
deploy a contact taser shot against S/Wills stating he believed the taser shot was unnecessary as 
there were enough deputies present to control his behavior. He said no additional force was used.

HR lec the Carson Sheriff's Station Watch Commander line on November 13, 
2007, at 1333 hours and spoke to Sergeant Dale Johnson, Employee regarding the use 
of force incident EN m Claude Street, in the city of Carson. deputies were talking 
to a gentleman about [NE from her residence (| when the 
individual started pushing and waving his hands at deputy personnel. She said deputies were 
reacting to the individual’s actions. mm. the individual became wilder and wilder as 
deputies grabbed him. She said the individual appeared to be resisting arrest and deputies were 
responding to it. EN. she could not distinguish if the individual was the one who got 


sprayed or tased, however, indicated it was the one who fell on the ground and a deputy's knee was 
injured. 


EN onctuded by stating deputy personnel did an outstanding job.

NJURIES: 


Suspect Moore was transported to Little Company of Mary Hospital in Torrance, CA., for 
medical treatment. He complained of pain regarding his right hand and back left shoulder. His 
right thumb was broken from a preexisting injury six months ago which was bound in a cast prior 
to the incident. There was no fractures, broken bones or soft tissue swelling to the back left 
shoulder. S/Moore was treated by Dr. Robert Chavez, M.D. and released for booking.
